A head-on collision 
Monday morning, April 30, 
on Alabama Highway 125, 
just outside of Elba, sent 
three people to hospitals. 

The accident was report- 
ed at 8:25 a.m. and was said 
to be near 2858 Hwy.

Upon arrival on scene, 
emergency responders 
found that two trucks had 
collided head-on. 

The accident involved a 
2005 Nissan Frontier, driv- 
en by Cynthia Bradshaw of 
Jack, Ala., and a 2013 
Chevrolet 2500 truck, driv- 
en by Jamie Hataway of 
Samson, Ala. 

Alabama State Troopers 
said the initial investigation 
found that Bradshaw’s 


vehicle left the roadway as 
she avoided hitting another

vehicle, but she lost control 
and then crashed head-on 
with Hataway’s vehicle. It 
was reported that the third 
vehicle — the one Bradshaw 
avoided hitting — did not 
stop after the other two 
vehicles collided. 

Bradshaw was transport- 
ed to Baptist South in 
Montgomery. She reported- 
ly suffered multiple serious 
injuries, including several 
broken bones and more. 

Hataway was transported 
to Medical Center 
Enterprise.

“Facelift” work gets underway at county courthouse in Elba 


While the term “facelift” 
brings to mind something 
cosmetic, the work current- 
ly underway on the Coffee 
County Courthouse in Elba 
is not cosmetic. 

Facelifts usually are 
optional procedures made 
to enhance one’s looks.

and mortar professionals 
have visited the courthouse 
and provided their expert 
opinions as to what needed 
to be done to extend the life 
and function of the brick 
veneer.” 

Brick and mortar are two 


more than Portland cement, 
lime, and sand. 

Once exposed to the 
environment, as in a brick 
veneer on a building, the 
brick begins to deterio- 
rate—albeit a very, very, 
slow process, which is why 
it is such a valuable build- 


ing material. 

“So, what does a brick 
look like that has been 
exposed to the environment 
for 115 years?” Tindell 
asked. “Look at the Coffee 
County Courthouse in 
Elba.” 

Even though it is hard to 
believe, bricks breathe and 
move, microscopically of 
course. Over time, this 
movement allows water to 
enter the brick, further 
exasperating the degrada- 
tion. 

Therefore, the question 
at hand is, “Is it necessary 
to treat brick with a water- 
proofing agent, and if so, 
when? 

Tindell said the experts 
that inspected the 
Courthouse in Elba had dif- 
fering opinions. Some said 
it was good to use a water- 
proofing agent on brick and 
some said it was not neces- 
sary. It was clear from all

Gas prices are on course to pass the $3 mark for the first 
time since 2014, according to the experts who keep up 
with such things.

Make a commitment this National Prayer Day

Today, May 4th, is 
National Prayer Day. 

We’re basking in the 
glow of a breathtaking 
world event—the leaders of 
North and South Korea 
have announced the end of 
the Korean War.

Tn 1952, with the country 
facing yet another year of 
war, a good-looking, blond, 
young evangelist with a 
commanding voice stood 
on the steps of the Capitol 
in Washington, DC. Billy 
Graham shouted the need 
for a National Day of 
Prayer to the 40,000 people 
before him and a televised 
audience of millions. 

Within weeks Congress 
came together and unani- 
mously passed the bill. 


Can you imagine 
Congress unanimously 
doing anything? Yet it hap- 
pened. The law requires the 
President to declare a 
National Day of Prayer 
each year and was later 
amended to place the holi- 
day on the first Thursday of 
May. 

Billy Graham had hardly 
cut his preacher teeth—it 
was just three year earlier, 
in 1949, that the 30-year- 
old first stepped onto the 
national stage. He deliv- 
ered a fiery call for repen- 
tance. 

That call blazes across 
Scripture. 

Some 850 years before 
Christ, a famous king of 
Southern Israel (Judah) 
learns of a vast, three- 
nation army bearing down 
on his country. The king 
immediately leads his peo- 
ple to turn to God and 
repent. God is pleased. He 
tells King Jehoshaphat that 
Israel won't have to fight, 
but to go and face the 
enemy. 

It doesn’t make sense, but 
Jehoshaphat leads his small 
army to meet the mighty 
invaders. When Jehoshaphat 
reaches the massive army, 
he finds an unbelievable 
sight. The three nations have 
turned on each other and not 
one enemy soldier remains

Scripture 
says, “Repent and tum to 
God, performing: deeds in 
keeping with [your] repen- 
tance.”

American war, the largest 
percentage of volunteers for 
the war came from South 
Carolina, Georgia and 
Alabama. 

Dr. Reader also quoted an 
early 1900s newspaper arti- 
cle saying that the writer 
had observed women deco- 
rating graves of the 
Southern soldiers and after 
finishing their own soldier- 
s’ graves they had moved 
on to the graves of the 
Union dead. All of these 
examples showed that there 
was reconciliation between 
the Southern and the Union 
people. He ended his mes- 
sage with the challenge to 
“love your neighbor” and 
reconcile the differences in 
the nation today. 

Bobby Horton again enter- 
tained the attendees after 
which each person present 
was encouraged to speak 
the name of one 
Confederate ancestor. After 
each ancestor was recog- 
nized, a bell rang to honor 
that soldier. 

Laura Womack-Rowell 
closed the program with the 
benediction, which was fol 
lowed by a military rifle 
and cannon salute given by 
Clanton’s Battery, Ist 
Battalion Alabama Light 
Artillery. Following — the 
cannon salute, Taps was 
played by Raymond Keel, 
Amazing Grace was played 
by bagpiper Bob Miller, 
and the colors were retired 
by Clanton’s Battery. 

The program ended with a 
rousing rendition of Dixie's 
Land.

Trapping this 
moisture inside the brick 
enhances the breakdown of 
the structural integrity of 
the brick. The waterproof- 
ing agent must be “breath- 
able”. 

Now to the mortar. The 
primary purpose of the 
mortar is to hold the brick 
in place and be somewhat 
weather resistant. Mortar 
degrades at a much faster 
rate than brick. Such is the 
case at the Courthouse. 

“The mortar is in much 
worse condition than the 
actual brick,” Tindell said. 
“There are many locations 
where the mortar is missing 
completely. These are the 
areas that MUST be 
repaired, but it is not as 
simple as just applying new 
mortar (called tuck point- 
ing).” 

“New” mortar is much 
stronger or harder than 100- 
year brick, said Tindell. As 
these brick expand and con- 
tract as described earlier, 
the new mortar would be 
hard and  unyielding— 
resulting in extreme inter- 
nal stresses on the brick— 
resulting in a crumbling 
brick. So, this missing mor- 
tar must be replaced with a 
material softer than the 
100-year-old brick. 

“When the Courthouse 
was constructed in 1903, 
the mortar was stained red 
to blend with the red brick,” 
Tindell said. “Matching the 
original red stained mortar 
is impossible.” 

He added, while getting 
close may sound good, it 
would not look good. The 
new mortar would “stand 
out” as being an obvious 
repair—commonly referred 
to as “spider webbing”. 

Faced with all the above 
information, the Coffee 
County Commission had a 
decision to make. Even 
though the brick on the 
Courthouse did not neces- 
sarily need treating, the 
mortar certainly did. It

was decided to use a water- 
proofing agent that would 
blend the mortar repair to 
the old mortar. 

“Instead of using paint, a 
red stain is being used to 
treat or seal the outside 
walls of the courthouse,” 
Tindell said. “This stain is 
uniquely designed for brick 
and mortar in that it reduces 
the ability of water to pene- 
trate the brick and mortar, 
yet at the same time is 
breathable —allowing 
moisture in the brick to 
escape.” 

Once the decision was 
made to treat the building, a 
color of stain had to be 
selected. The original por- 
tion of the building was red 
brick and was constructed 
with red mortar. Samples 
of various red stains were 
applied to small sections of 
bricks and mortar at three 
different locations on the 
building. 

Tindell said a group of 
eight individuals independ- 
ently evaluated 14 different 
choices of colors. 
“Surprisingly, all eight indi- 
viduals selected the same 
color, but there is a catch,” 
he said. “The color selected 
was from a sample that was 
applied two years ago when 
the brick and mortar repair 
research began.” 

The specific sample 
selected had two years to 
fade and weather to the 
point that the color is very 
close to the original brick 
and mortar color. The catch 
is that IT GOES ON RED, 
VERY RED. So, Tindell 
warned, that one’s immedi- 
ate “knee jerk” reaction is 
going to be “What have 
they done to the once beau- 
tiful Courthouse building?” 

“The fact of the matter is 
that this stage is a necessary 
evil to get to where it needs 
to be,” he said. “In the end, 
or maybe one to two years 
from now, the color of the 
building will be very close 
to the color of the original 
building constructed in 
1903. The new stain-sealer 
should protect the building 
from the environmental ele- 
ments for many years to 
come.” 

Just as a side note, new 
landscaping will follow the 
seal coating, which began 
this week and is estimated 
to take six weeks.

Red Snapper seasons open June ist

The 2018 red snapper 
seasons for private recre- 
ational anglers and the char- 
ter fleet are finally set. Well, 
maybe. 

The recreational for-hire 
(federally permitted charter 
boats) sector séason is defi- 
nitely set. It will start on 
June 1 and run through July 
21. 

The private recreational 
season (private-vessel 
anglers and anglers on state- 
licensed guide boats) is cur- 
rently scheduled for 47 
days, also starting on June 
1. The private recreational 
season will be on weekends 
(Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday) through and 
including Labor Day. The 
full 4th of July week is 
included as well. 

However, a caveat is 
included in the private 
angler season, according to 
Alabama Marine Resources 
Division (MRD) Director 
Scott Bannon. The harvest 
of red snapper will be close-

ly monitored through the 
Red Snapper Reporting 
System, better known as 
Snapper Check, and the rate 
of harvest will actually 
determine how many days 
the private angler season 
will be open. 

“Now the EFPs are for 
private anglers only,” 
Bannon said. “That means 
for Alabama, there is a 
potential 47-day season. We 
have to keep the word 
potential in there. We have 
about 985,000 pounds of 
red snapper in Alabama’s 


EFP quota.” 
The new Outdoor 
Alabama app, which 


includes Snapper Check, 
will be unveiled after wild 
turkey season, which ended 
April 30. The new version, 
which replaces the current 
Snapper Check app, will 
require a download from the 
appropriate app store. 

To access this feature, 
vessel owners must call the 
Marine Resources Division 
at (251) 968-9702 and leave 
a message with specific 
identifying information. 
Owners of private vessels 
must provide their name as 
it appears on the vessel reg- 
istration, vessel registration 
number (USCG documenta- 
tion number or state regis- 
tration number), and the 
Conservation ID number 
found on their Alabama 
saltwater fishing license. 

“Snapper Check is a criti- 
cal tool in this,’ Bannon 
said. “It keeps us from 
going over the amount we 
requested. Now that red 
snapper is no longer consid- 
ered overfished, there is no 
payback in the following 
year’s quota, but we still 
need to show we are respon- 
sible to stay within the allo- 
cation.”
